Shattuck’s and George Woodgate’s to Wing Road cost about 
$380; the Eudy road, running east of Mt. Agassiz street, cost 
about $100, which roads were built without the money being 
appropriated. There was also paid School District No. 1, $102 
for back school books. H, D. Bishop, who took the contract to 
build the new tomb in the cemetery, has the cement all here, the 
iron door for the tomb, and the stone split out, and says he will 
haul the stone before the snow leaves. Not one dollar has the 
town as yet paid him.

REPORT OF JAMES E. VIALL, MEMBER OF TOWN SCHOOL 


COMMITTEE. 


District No. 3. 


There’ being but one pupil in the District she was sent to 
District No. 1 by the Board and transportation and tuition paid 
by them. | : 


District No. 7. 


The spring term of eight weeks in the District was taught by 
Miss Susie A Cutting, and was a very successful term, and both 
parents and pupils were well pleased with her. 

The fall term of ten weeks was taught by Miss Evelyn A. 
Wells, a teacher of considerable experience, and, as the progress 
of the pupils was remarkable, there can be no doubt but she 
kept an excellent school and was liked by all. Through her ef- 
forts there is a beautiful flag which floats each fine day above the 
school-house and many thanks are due her for her earnest eftorts 
in the matter, 


/ 
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The winter term ofeleven and four-fifth weeks was taught by 
Miss Minnie E. Presby; this was not her first experience as teacher 
at this school and it is unnecessary to say that there was great 
progress made, and one could judge by the number of parents pres- 
ent at the last session of school that they, with your committee, 
were perfectly satisfied, so much so that both parents and pupils 
asked for her return to them in the spring. The Board have no 
fears but this school will be one of the best in town, for the par- 
ents work equally hard with the pupils to make it so. 


Disrricr No. 10. 


The school in this District is the largest and hardest in town. 
The spring, fall and winter terms of twenty-nine and two-fifths 
weeks was taught by Mrs. C. C.. Viall, who kept an excellent 
school, laboring hard and earnestly with her pupils, and, allowing 
your school board to judge in the matter, there could be no great- 
er progress made among so small and young scholars, many of 
them not being absent or tardy for the term and one not absent 
Meetaray. tor the year until the last week of the 
last term and then by sickness, and many of them receiving 
prizes for good deportment. 

The spring and fall term of twenty-two weeks.of the Graimn- 
mar schoo] in this District was taught by Mr. E. H. Thayer; he 
kept a good school and both parents and pupils were satisfied 
with bim. 7 

The winter terin of seven and two-fifths weeks of this schoo] 
was taught by Mr. George E. Walker, a teacher of experience 
and excellent education, who worked hard both in and out of 
school for the good of his pupils and your Board never saw great- . 
er progress in reading and spelling than was made in this school 
the term just ended. 

These schools need the encouragement of the parents to make 


them what they should be, and with the co-operation of parents 


with the Board it would stand second to no school in town, there 
being plenty of material here in the form of pupils to make it 
such. And again urging the parents to co-operate with us and 
place this school among the first and foremost ranks,

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WEST HILL DISTRICT. 


The first term for the year 1892 was taught by Miss Claudia 
Thompson of Bethlehem, a graduate of its high school. This 
was her first term of teaching, and her school of nine weeks was 
very successtul for so large a school and one composed of all na- 
tionalities, and with more experience Miss Thompson will make 
one of the best of teachers. There were six in this term that re- 
ceived rolls of honor, and fifteen visitors reported by register. 

The fall term was taught by the same teacher and kept the 
same number of weeks. In this term were added four double 
desks and one teacher’s desk to the seating capacity, making one 
of the most pleasant school-rooms in town. The residents of the 
District and friends outside were instrumental in procuring a flag 
for Columbus Day, which adds to the external appearance of the 
school-house, for which we extend our sincere thanks. 4 

The third, or winter term, was taught by Miss Dona J. Mar- 
tin, a graduate of Lisbon Graded school where she receiyed a very 
thorough education, which places her in a first-class position as a 
teacher. This term was marked by an extraordinary degree of 
improvement if all of its courses of studies and the general deport- 
ment of the pupils. There were eleven out of twenty-two that 
received the grand Diploma of Honor, others came very near: it, 
for which they received preseuts. This term closed with a public 
exhibition, with parents and friends present; thirty-one visitors 
reported on the Register. 


ALDER BROOK DISTRICT. 


The spring term was taught by Miss Lena M. Williams of 
Whitefield, a teacher who was well adapted for the class of schol- 
ars we found there. The teachers who preceded her were in 
our opinion at a loss in regard to the laws that govern schools; 
but she soon adapted her Yankee resources and brought about a 
wonderful change in the deportment of the school. This closed a 
term of eight weeks. Two received Rolls of Honor for perfect 
attendance and twenty-three visitors reported on the Register. 

The second term was taught by the same ‘teacher and we 
found a great improvement over the first term, showing that we 
were not misjudging her as a very efficient teacher, so this term of 
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twelve weeks closed with honor to both teacher and taught. 
Three received Rolls of Honor and thirty-three visitors reported 
by Revister. 

The third or winter term was taught by Miss Erma M. McIn- 
tire of Bethlehem. Although not a graduate of any school she be- 
longs to a very high class in Littleton Graded school. With more 
mature years and experience she will make a first-class teacher. 
There was one who received the Roll of Honor and three visitors 
reported by Register. 

: » 
CHERRY VALLEY DISTRICT. 

The spring term was taught by Miss Myra Adams of Bethle- 
hem, giving general satisfaction. There were in this school some 
very good scholars and they are making good improvement in all 
of their studies. This term was of nine weeks. 

The fall term was taught by Miss Donna J. Martin of Lisbon. 
There was a very great improvement in all branches of studies 
oyer the spring term, showing interest for a higher education. 
This school-house needs some repairs in the seating capacity to 
make it a very pleasant room; hoping this will be done as 
soon as it can conyeniently. This term was of nine weeks. 

The winter term taught by Miss Sarah E. Rockingham, who 
gave good satisfaction to both parents and pupils as a teacher. 
There was the same interest in this term as the one previous and 
we expect to see some of those scholars taking a very high station in 
the line of education if they improve their time for this purpose, 
which we would recommend to them while they have an opportuni- 
ty. This term was of thirty-eight days.

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school closed sooner than we expected and we were unable to be 
present at the examination of the winter term. 


GILMANTON HILL DISTRICT. 


The school for the past year, consisting of about thirty six 
weeks has been under the direct training of Miss Inez E. Herbert, 
it completing her seventh continuous term in this district. She 
being a thorough systematic and practical teacher and a large de— 
eree of advancement and proficiency was clearly perceptible in all 
the branches of the school. Apparently good interest was man- 
ifested which spoke well for both teacher and scholars and aided 
in making it a success. 

By the contribution of the wood and other expeuvses the dis- 
trict was enabled to have about five weeks more school, which, we 
think, might be a matter of interest to be considered by other dis- 
tricts. 


SOUTH ROAD DISTRICT. 


The spring term of ten weeks was taught by Miss Mabel R. 
Wallace, a teacher of some experience, having taught there the 
past year. She took the work where she left it and a good degree 
of progress was apparent in all the studies of the school. We 
were unahle to secure her services for the fall term, as she had 
engaged to take a smaller school and a longer term. 

The fall term of eleven weeks was under the management of 
E. Ardelle Herbert, she, being of good experience and a practical 
teacher, is too well known in this town as a teacher to need any 
words from us as an explanation. A good improvement and pro- 
eress was plainly manifested in all the branches, but more espec- 
ially in reading and arithmetic, and we were sorry that circum- 
stances proved to be such that she could not have taught the win- 
ter term. 

The winter term of about ten weeks was under the care of 
Miss Margaret R. Lynch. This was her first attempt in teaching 5 
it was a small school this term, but a good degree of work was 
done and we have no reason to doubt that with further practice 
and more experience she may become one of our first teachers.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 
OF SCHOOL DISTRICT NOe 


Again we are called upon by law to submit a report of the 
schools in this district before the end of the school year and in 
the middle of a term, and, as usual the veport must necessarily be 
somewhat incomplete owing to that fact. While we have had 
some difficulties to surmount the past year, I think the schools 
have all made good average progress, and with one exception, our 
teachers have been thorough, painstaking instructors. We were 
unfortunate in begining the fall term with a principal who lacked 
every requisite for a successful teacher, except actual book knowl- 
edge, with no experience, no government, not even self-govern- 
ment; the school was very near a perfect failure for the short 
time he was allowed to remain. He was dismissed just as soon as 
aman to fill the position could be secured. The fact of such a 
man being engaged was largely due to the practice of many of 
giving certificates of ability and recommendations to men absolutely 
undeserving of them. The Board of Education realize more than 
every the necessity of securing good teachers and retaining them 
for a longer time than we have been yet able to do on account of 
small salary. 
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Some permanent improvements have been made on the school 
building, among which are good hard wood floors in some of the 
rooms, and which have been needed for so long; other repairs 
have been made as found necessary. a full report. of which will be 
given.at the annuai school meeting to be held March 18th, 1898, 
at 2 o’clock in the afternoon at the school-house. 
The statistical report of studies taken, efc., follows this.
